Old 
Time Popular Columbus 
Hostelry 


Formerly Kept by Col. Billy Williams 
The American' House, one of the old- 


est hotels in Oolumbns, will close its 
doors to the public today. Friday the 
furniture and general equipments will 
be sold at auction. 


The old hostelry, which has been a 


public entertainer for more than half a 
century, which is historic in its career 
and associations, has simply 
been 


trampled over in the rush lor modern 
enterprise in hotel keeping. It is out 
of date in its appointments and ar- 
rangement, and therefore it is no longer 
popular. 


The old hostelry was opened by Pike 


& Kelsey in 1886. Then it was con- 
ducted by Mr. Kelsey, who bought out 
his 
partner's interest. Mr. Kelsey 


was succeeded by Colonel 'Blount. 
He 


disposed of the hotel to MoOauley & 
Monnige. 
Then Mr. Upton, formerly 


proprietor of the Upton House, became 
proprietor; then Williams & Weakley 
succeeded to its management. Finally 
Mr. Williams sold hia interest to Mr. 
Weakley and Mr. Weakley has remained
